111  the  name  of  the  Coiiimoiiwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Oakliain  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town 
affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  known  as  “Memorial 
Hall,’’  on  Monday,  the  third  day  of  February  next,  at  nine 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  articles : 

Article  1st.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  all 
town  meetings  except  for  the  election  of  State  Officers, 
during  the  coming  year. 

Article  2d.  To  hear  the  annual  report  of  the  several 
town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  2d.  To  choose  one  Selectman,  one  Assessor, 
one  Overseer  of  Poor,  one  School  Committee,  one  Library 
Trustee,  one  Cemetery  Committee  for  three  years,  one 
Cemetery  Committee  for  two  years  to  fill  vacancy.  Col¬ 
lector  of  Taxes,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Tree  Warden,  High¬ 
way  Surveyor,  thiee  Fence  Viewers,  six  Constables;  also 


“Shall 


to  vote  “Ves"  oi*  “No”  in  answer  to  tlie  question  : 
license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicatinj»’  li(inors  he  ^ranted  in 
the  town  ”  all  on  one  ballot.  The  polls  will  he  oj)ened  at 
ten  o’clock  in  the  foreTioon  and  may  he  closed  at  two 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 


Article  4th.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and 
committees  for  the  ensninji  year,  nol  re<|nired  to  he 
elected  hy  ballot. 

Article  5th.  To  see  Avhat  com]>ensation  the  town  Avill 
allow  the  Selectmen,  Treasiirei-,  Collector,  Auditor  and 
Constables  for  the  ensuing’  year. 

Article  (Jth.  To  see  what  compensation  the  toAvn  will 
allow  for  men  and  teams  in  repairing  highAvays  and  o]>en- 
ing  roads  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  7th.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  raise  and  appro- 
j>riate  a  snm  of  money  to  bond  their  Treasurer  and  Col¬ 
lector. 

Article  tih.  To  raise  snch  snms  of  money  as  may  l)e 
necessary  to  defray  toAA^i  charges  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  make  a])])ropriation  for  the  same. 

Article  9th.  To  see  AAiiat  snm  of  money  the  toAA^i  Avill 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  relief  of  poor  and  needy  sol¬ 
diers,  as  i-eqnii'ed  nnder  Chapter  71),  Section  18,  of  the 
ReAdsed  Laws. 

Article  10th.  To  see  if  the  toAvn  Avill  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  Avith  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borroAV 
dnring  the  cniTent  financial  year,  in  anticipation  of  the 
reA^enne  of  said  a  ear,  snch  snms  of  money  as  inaA^  be  neces- 
sary  for  the  current  ex])enses  of  the  toAvn,  giving  the  note 
or  notes  of  the  toAvn  therefor,  payable  Avithin  one  year 
from  date  of  note  therefor,  these  notes  to  be  paid  from  the 
revenne  of  said  financial  year. 
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Article  Utli.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  some  per¬ 
son  as  aj»ent,  to  j>rosecute  and  defend  all  suits  that  may 
be  hronj^ht  for  or  against  the  town  in  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  emjdoy  some 
person  or  j>ersons  to  care  for  the  Town  Hall,  Town  Clock 
and  Library  Bnildiiig  for  the  ensuing  year. 


Article  Idth.  To  see  wliat  sum  the  town  will  raise  and 
ap})ropriate  for  the  snj)pi*ession  of  the  browutail  moth. 

Article  14th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  api)ro- 
priate  a  sum  of  money  to  light  the  street  lights  for  the  en¬ 
suing  year. 

Ai'ticle  15th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  insure 
their  employees,  and  make  an  appro])i‘iation  foi*  the  same, 
or  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Article  Kith.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  sum  of  money  to  j)aiver  and  paint  the  interior  of 
the  Town  Hall,  hallwaj^s,  and  Selectmen’s  i-oom,  or  ]>ass 
any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Article  T7th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  a])})ro- 
priate  a  sum  of  money  to  buy  a  town  flag,  or  ])ass  any  vote 
relative  thereto. 

Article  18th.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  raise  and  ap])ro- 
priate  a  sum  of  money  to  repair  the  old  tlag  })ole  or  buy  a 
new  one.

To  tlie  Scliool  (’oininiUee,  Towu  ol'  Oakham: 

111  (•()m})i]iiig  my  rejiort  of  progress,  criticisms  and  rec- 
ommeiidatioiis  of  the  Oakham  schools  for  11)18,  I  was 
aided  in  mv  survey  bv  the  coi'diai  co-o])eratiou  and  kiiidlv 

assistance  of  vonr  teachers. 

* 

The  year  has  l>i‘en  an  nnnsnal  one,  due  to  unex])ected 
outbreaks  of  illness,  which  has  interfered  with  the  attend¬ 
ance  and  educational  advance  of  the  schools. 

'  ('entre  School 

lieginning  with  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  Sej>temhei', 
the  ])n])ils  of  the  south  building  have  been  transported  by 
school  barge  to  th(‘  (’enti-e.  The  change  of  transfer  has 
been  veiy  benelicial,  as  the  scholarshij)  standard  has  been 
raised,  and  the  new  contact  with  a  larger  number  of  school 
cliildi-en  and  more  skillfitl  and  ])rodnctive  instinction  has 
increased  the  desire  to  study  and  to  accomplish  laMter 
things. 

(Considering  the  increased  cost  of  school  maintenance 
and  its  kindred  ex])enses,  it  would  be  more  practicable  and 
less  costly  to  close  the  ^^'est  Ivural  School  in  dnm*.  and  at 
the  i*e-o})ening  of  the  schocds  in  Se])tember  bring  the  chil- 
<lren  from  that  disti-ict  to  the  Onti'e  building,  ami  make 
the  ('enti'e  School  a  lai-g(‘r  consolidjited  schocd.  Soim^  of 
the  advantages  of  consolidation,  bi-ielly,  are:  it  insures. 


l)etter  attendance;  secures  better  j>rade  work,  better  re¬ 
turns  for  money  spent;  school  becomes  social  centre  in  the 
commnnity;  moi-als  of  pupils  protected  going  from  and 
coming  to  scliool;  children  of  the  farm  have  e(pial  oppor¬ 
tunities  with  those  of  tlie  town;  enables  the  Sni>erintend- 
ent  not  only  to  insi)ect  bnt  to  supervise.  I  heartily  rec- 
ommeiol  this  consolidation  as  soon  as  the  Committee  deem 
it  expe<lient  to  carry  out  the  change. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  only  two  i)ni)iis  in  the 
nijith  grade.  1  suggest  that  the  ninth  gra<le  be  dro])])ed 
and  the  r(‘view  work  be  introduced  in  the  eighth  year  of 
elementary  studies.  I  would  suggest  adding  on  or  using 
anot  hei-  room  in  the  (Jentre  bnilding  so  that  the  elementary 
course  conld  be  divided  into  three  divisions,  and  three 
teachers  be  em])loyed  in  carrying  ont  a  more  intensive  and 
richer  course  of  instruction  for  the  Oakham  school  chil- 
<lren.  The  removal  of  the  ninth  grade  enables  the  aver¬ 
age  child  to  entei'  liigh  school  one  year  sooner.  It  would 
be  advisable  to  i-aise  the  age  of  admission  to  the  first 
grade  to  six  years  so  that  the  age  of  com])leting  the  ele¬ 
mentary  course  would  be  fourteen.  As  a  resnlt  of  the 
redaction  of  grades,  we  have  more  emjdiasis  on  the  grade 
snbj(M-ts  and  highei'  averages  of  scholarshi]). 


Text-books  for  the  stndv  of  hvgiene  and  “Americaniza- 
tioir”  should  be  pi-ovided  at  once  for  the  intermediate  and 
grammar  grades.  The  study  of  kee])ing  ])hysically  tit, 
of  caring  for  the  eyes  and  teeth,  of  the  absolute  necessity 
of  abstaining  from  alcoholic  beverages  and  nai-cotics,  is 
extremely  essential  for  the  safe-gnarding  of  onr  growing 
and  .sensitive  school  children.  The  wisdom  of  avoiding- 
all  phvsical  (‘xcesses  must  be  carefnllv  and  intensivelv 
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pi'eseiite<l  to  the  cliildi'e]!.  Local  coiiditioiis  make  it  com- 
[)iilsory  to  emiduivKjze  weekly  and  wlieii  the  occasion  pre¬ 
sents  itself  for  iflnstration  and  moral i/ait ion  the  terrible 
evils  that  resnlt  fiom  diinkin<*'  intoxicating-  licjnors  and 
from  the  smoking  habit,  especially  in  rcd'erence  to  cigar¬ 
ettes.  State  law  makes  this  j)rogram  mandatory,  and 
every  pnblic-spirited  cilizcm  of  Oakham  desires  this  pro- 
gi-am  and  the  hastening  of  the  time  when  snch  tronbles 
will  be  stam])ed  out.  A  text-book  offering  essential  in- 
foi-mation  about  oni*  count i-y,  its  laws,  ideals  and  institu¬ 
tions,  should  b(*  inli'odnced. 

l*r()(jreHs 

New  langnage  books,  new  dicti()naries  and  new  geog- 
ra[>hies  have  been  added  to  present  e(ini]nnent,  and  as  a 
resnlt  increased  efliciency  has  been  noticed.  Further 
]irogress  in  penmanshij>  could  be  hastened  by  the  ])nrchase 
of  “Palmer"  ]>ennianshi]»  mannals.  Additional  sets  of 
reading  books  should  be  provided  for  all  grades.' 

The  course  in  mnsic  under  Snpervisoi-  Dwelley  has  been 
very  satisfactory  this  year.  The  re])ort  of  the  School 
IMiysician  sjiows  a  large  nnmbei-  of  decayed  teeth',  and 
some  remedial  measures  should  be  taken  on  the  part  of 
the  citizens  to  relieve  the  ]>hysical  decay. 

Tn  ]>atriotic  camjmigns  snch  as  ihe  Ped  Cross,  Liberty 
Pond,  War  Savings  and  Thi-ift  Slam])s,  the  children  of 
the  Oakham  schools  have  done  remai-kablv  well.  Thev 

t  •. 

have  indeed  been  loyal  and  ti-ne,  and  deserve  ihe  praise  of 
the  commnnity.  See  table  of  statistics. 

A  Home  Economics  Chd>  Tinder  the  dii'ection  of  the 
Worcestei-  County  Farm  Rni'ean  has  been  staid ed  with  a 
membership  of  twelve  members,  and  is  doing  excellent 
work  under  the  Junior  Department  Assistant.  This  ])rac- 
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ticable  NUi)i>Ieiiieiitary  insTiaicI  ion  is  of  no  exjKnise  to  the 
town. 

ConcUision 

Tlie  cost  of  living*  has  risen  (>5%  dnring  tlie  ]>eriod  of 
1!)14-1!)1S,  hnt  the  teachers'  salaries  liave  increased  only

ill  coiiipliaijce  wifli  your  i-ecpiest,  I  submit  my  report 
as  music  supervisor. 

Ill  genera],  this  course  is  mo(lele<l  to  give  the  student 
the  power  of  ap])reciatiiig  tlie  best  in  music.  This  is 
gained  through  ear  training,  voice  culture,  siglit  reading 
and  learning  of  songs. 

The  first  stej)  iii  the  child's  musical  education  is  to 
eradicate  false  tone  estimate,  to  make  his  ear-tone  perfect 
through  watcliing  or  imitating  right  tones.  All  children 
who  are  without  serious  ])hysical  defects  can  become  sing¬ 
ers  if  imtieiitly  trained  along  these  lines  at  an  early  age. 
When  tone-perfect  he  is  ready  to  learn  by  rote,  songs  that 
are  simple  but  artistic  ami  valuable  musically. 

A  little  later  there  eutei's  sight  reading  and  enough 
technical  work  to  make  sight  reading  more  ra])id.  I  have 
found  the  children  readil}-  and  eagerly  grasping  the  tech¬ 
nical  work  suitable  to  their  age,  thereby  gaining  ])owers 
of  conceiitiatiou  and  real  enjoyment  of  music.  1  have 
]mt  especial  em])hasis  on  reading,  both  individually  and 
as  a  class. 

Throughout  the  schools  there  is  a  splendid  s])irit  for 
real  work,  so  I  hat  in  spite  of  various  handica])s,  such  as 
too  many  gi  ades  working  together,  I  feel  that  we  shall 
complete  a  ^^■ell  defined  course  of  study. 
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It  is  iiiy  desire  to  coiitiinie  the  woi'k  along'  the  same 
lines  as  formerly,  making  changes  only  where  they  seem 
necessary  to  me.  We  shall  stndv  selections  from  best

com}H)sers,  combined  with  the  Commnnity  songs  which 
are  of  so  mnch  national  imj>ortance  today,  with  the  object 
of  assembly  singing  in  view. 

All  of  the  teacheis  have  both  the  native  ability  and 

t. 

the  willing  response  needed  to  give  the  subject  the  time 
and  care  that  is  due  them.  The  work  is  j>resented  in 
very  detinite  form,  and  it  largely  depends  n})on  the  reg¬ 
ular  teacher  to  see  this  work  properly  carried  out  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  original  intention.
